in effect. 


James J. Lyons, Bronx borough 
president, drafted the lottery plan 
to skirt the state law against lot- 
teries, shares in the relief corpor- 
ation would be sold for $2 or J2.50 
each and officers would bo chosen 
from arnonjr the shareholders at 
public drawings.
